For  the  fourth  consecutive  year  the  number  of  students  attend- 
ing Northwest  campuses  has  risen  to  surpass  the  figures  ot  the 
previous  year. 

According  to  President  David  Haraway,  enrollment  has  set 
records  each  fall  since  1995.  When  the  final  tabulations  were 
completed  Aug.  25,  4,784  full  and  part-time  students  had  regis- 
tered for  classes  on  three  Northwest  campuses. 

"  I  am  extremely  pleased  that  our  fall  semester  enrollment  has 
once  again  increased  over  the  previous  year's  enrollment"  said  Dr. 
Haraway.  "This  growth  has  occurred  at  a  time  when  many  ot  our 
sister  community  colleges  in  the  state  are  apparently  experiencing 
a  loss  in  fall  enrollment!' 

The  fall  semester  dealt  the  Senatobia  campus  a  tull  house  with 
student  housing  at  its  capacity.  Approximately  45  more  students 
are  living  on  campus  this  year,  according  to  Dan  Smith,  vice  presi- 
dent for  Student  Affairs.  "We  are  right  at  900  in  campus  housing 
at  this  time"  he  said.  On  the  main  campus,  2,276  enrolled  in  day 
courses  and  245  in  night  classes. 

DeSoto  Center  surpassed  the  1,500  mark  lor  the  second  year 
with  901  in  day  classes  and  650  in  night  classes,  while  Lafayette- 
Yalobusha  Technical  Center  in  Oxford  showed  an  enrollment  of 
352  in  night  classes  and  359  in  day  classes. 

Overall  3,536  are  registered  for  day  classes,  and  1,248  are  in 
the  evening  program  for  increases  of  19  and  27  students  respec- 
tively. Sixty-seven  percent  are  freshmen,  and  33  percent  are  sopho- 
mores; 62  percent  are  female,  and  38  percent  are  male;  72  percent 
are  enrolled  in  1 2  or  more  semester  hours  for  full-time  status. 

"Though  our  growth  is  less  than  one  percent  over  the  last  year, 
it  represents  the  fourth  consecutive  year  in  which  we  had  an  in- 
crease in  the  students  over  the  previous  year"  said  Dr.  Haraway. 
Full-time  enrollment  is  up  7  3  students  from  3,340  last  fall  to 
3,413  tor  an  increase  of  slightly  less  than  two  percent.

With  895  students  living  on  cam- 
pus and  75  on  a  waiting  list,  North- 
west is  alive  with  students  gaining 
more  responsibility  and  freedom 
away  from  home.

Over  the  past  year  there  have  been 
several  construction  and  renovation 
projects  taking  place  on  and  around 
the  Northwest  campus. 

The  Education  Division  recently 
moved  into  Northwest's  newest  ad- 
dition, the  Calhoun  Building. 

This  building,  formerly  the  Fun 
Time  Skating  Rink,  located  on  North- 
west Drive,  will  serve  as  a  temporary 
location  for  a  particular  department 
while  its  permanent  location  is  being 
constructed  or  renovated. 

Inside  the  building  there  are  five 


classrooms,  seven  faculty  offices,  a 
conference  room,  and  a  supervisory 
office  with  a  secretary  and  reception 
area.  Two  of  the  classrooms  are  wired 
for  computer  labs. 

Perhaps  the  construction  that  has 
the  most  student  interest  is  the  new 
parking  lot,  which  opened  Sept.  2. 
Students  are  already  making  good  use 
of  the  long-awaited  solution  to  the 
parking  problem  for  commuters. 

The  parking  lot  will  accommo- 
date 225  vehicles,  said  Mike  Robison, 
director  of  the  Physical  Plant.    Al- 


though this  will  not  hold  all  of  those 
who  have  been  parking  at  the  Coli- 
seum, it  should  give  those  who  have 
been  parking  off  campus  another 
place  to  consider"  he  said. 

What  students  may  not  know  or 
just  look  past,  is  the  fact  that  the  area 
in  the  middle  of  the  parking  lot  will 
serve  as  a  practice  field  for  the  North- 
west band.  Since  the  grass  won't  be 
established  until  the  spring,  the  band 
is  currently  practicing  on  the  intra- 
mural field  behind  Panola  Hall. 

Northwest's  Multi-Purpose  Facil- 


ity, under  construction  since  March  on 
the  college's  farm  is  expected  to  be 
completed  by  the  end  of  the  semester. 

This  covered,  157  by  2 11 -foot 
arena  will  be  equipped  with  seating 
for  1,  000,  concession  and  restroom 
areas,  a  wash  rack  area  for  livestock 
shows,  and  a  secured  area  for  the 
college's  rodeo  team.

During  the  month  of  July,  eleven  people  par- 
ticipated in  the  International  Study/Travel  Pro- 
gram at  Northwest.  The  group  traveled  to  Italy 
for  a  10-day  tour  of  northern  Italy.  Cities  visited 
included  Rome,  Sienna,  Florence,  Orvieto,  San 
Gimignano,  Venice,  Pisa  and  Assisi. 

While  in  Rome  the  group  had  a  city  tour  of  all 
the  early  Roman  ruins  and  the  Vatican,  and  ended 
the  day  with  a  seven-course  meal  at  a  local  res- 
taurant. In  all  of  the  major  cities  local  guides  were 
provided  to  give  participants  a  more  comprehen- 
sive historical  perspective. 

Most  of  the  group  went  on  optional  excursions 
provided  by  the  tour  company.  Some  visited  the 
town  of  Tivoli,  known  for  its  ancient  villa  and 
fountains  that  operate  by  gravity.  Participants 
enjoyed  watching  local  craftsmen  make  lace, 
leather  goods  and  cameo  jewelry. 

In  Venice  they  observed  the  art  of  glassblow- 
ing  and  were  given  a  lecture  on  the  ingredients 
that  color  the  glass.  During  the  afternoon,  the 
group  boarded  gondolas  and  were  serenaded 
through  the  city's  picturesque  canals.  In  Florence 
the  Northwest  group  was  asked  to  model  coats 
and  jewelry.

13.  They  rebounded  May  2  to  defeat  Itawamba  13-10, 
)ut  Hinds  got  the  Rangers  again  in  the  losers'  bracket 
;ame  6-3  to  end  Northwest's  season. 

"Our  pitchers  were  really  nervous  in  those  two  games 
vith  Hinds  and  they  just  tried  too  hard  at  times"  said 
-lead  Coach  Donny  Castle.  "Getting  knocked  out  of 
his  tournament  was  really  a  letdown  for  us  because  we 
vorked  hard  for  so  long,  but  we're  not  going  to  let  it 
:ake  away  from  the  great  season  we  had." 

In  the  Itawamba  game.  Northwest  suffered  through 
I  four-run  second  inning  that  gave  the  Indians  a  5-1 
ead  after  three  innings.  Northwest  responded  with  10 
:onsecutive  runs  over  the  next  five  innings.  Outfielder 
iduardo  Pena  of  Caguas,  PR.,  cranked  his  school  record-breaking  15th  home  run  of  the  season,  a  two-run  shot  that  scored 
irnesto  Diaz  of  Manati,  PR.  Pena,  Amaury  Aimodovar  of  Guaynabo,  PR.,  Daniel  Husband  of  Tunica,  and  Jose  San  Miguel 
)f  San  Juan,  PR.,  all  colleaed  RBI's  during  the  stretch  for  Northwest. 

Pitcher  Jason  Green  of  Southaven  was  brilliant  in  relief  of  starter  Rolando  Geigel  of  Canovanas,  PR.  Green  took  over  in  the 
;econd  inning  and  limited  the  Indians  to  five  hits  over  eight  innings,  while  striking  out  six  en  route  to  getting  the  win  and 
mproving  his  record  to  4-3.  Pena  and  Aimodovar  led  Northwest  at  the  plate  with  four  hits  each,  while  Diaz  and  Husband 
jicked  up  three  each. 

The  win  over  Itawamba  gave  the  Rangers  a  chance  to  avenge  their  loss  to  Hinds  the  day  before.  Things  went  well  for 
Sforthwest  in  the  first  few  innings  as  it  leaped  to  a  3-0  lead,  but  the  Eagles  scored  five  runs  in  the  fourth  inning  on  three  hits  and 
jvere  helped  by  three  Ranger  errors. 

Pitcher  Aimodovar  threw  the  complete  game  and  scattered  six  Eagle  hits  over  the  nine  innings,  while  striking  out  six  in 
iuffering  his  first  loss  of  the  season  and  watching  his  record  fall  to  4-1.  Pena,  Diaz,  and  Blair  Webb  of  Oxford  combined  for

A  mainstay  on  the  Northwest  coaching  staff  for  the  last  19  years,  Donny  Castle's  20th 
season  marked  his  first  as  head  coach  of  the  Ranger  baseball  program.  He  replaced  Jim  Miles 
who  stepped  down  after  22  years. 

A  10-year  veteran  of  professional  baseball,  Castle  played  for  the  Texas  Rangers  and  the 
New  York  Yankees. 

A  graduate  of  Coldwater  High  School, 
Castle  earned  1 3  letters  in  three  sports — 
football,  basketball  and  baseball.  In  1968  he 
led  the  Coldwater  baseball  team  to  the  state 
championship  with  an  ERA  of  0.00.  He 
starred  with  Bill  Spero's  American  Legion  Team 
in  Memphis.  During  his  time  there,  the  team 
earned  spots  in  the  National  American  Legion 
Tournament  in  1965,  1966,  and  1968  and 
went  on  to  win  the  Tennessee  State  and 
Regional  Championships.  Castle  was  MVP  in 
the  region,  striking  out  42  hitters  in  2 1  innings 
at  Arlington,  Texas. 

Castle  was  named  National  American 
Legion  Player  of  the  Year  in  1968  when  Spero's 
team  won  the  American  Legion  World  Series. 
Drafted  in  the  first  round  of  the  1968  pro  draft, 
he  signed  with  Washington  in  1969. 

A  designated  hitter,  first  baseman,  and 
outfielder,  he  averaged  .308  at  the  plate  his  first 
year  in  the  pros.  After  six  years  with  the  Senators  and  Rangers,  Castle  was  sold  to  the  Yankees 
where  he  completed  his  10-year  professional  career. 

Mark  Carson-Assistant  Baseball  Coach 

The  1997-98  school  year  marked  the  initial  season  for  Mark  Carson  as  a  member  of  the 
Northwest  coaching  staff,  but  his  reputation  for 
being  a  winner  is  known  throughout  the  Mid- 
South  area.  He  took  over  as  assistant  baseball 
coach  and  also  serves  as  math  lab  coordinator. 

A  former  star  for  the  Ranger  baseball  team 
in  1988  and  1989,  Carson  spent  the  past  six 
years  at  Briarcrest  High  School  in  Memphis  as 
head  baseball  coach  and  defensive  coordinator 
for  football.  Joining  Briarcrest  in  1991,  Carson 
compiled  a  career  coaching  record  of  93-52  and 
was  named  district  Coach  of  the  Year  in  1993. 

While  at  Northwest,  Carson  saw  action  as 
both  a  third  baseman  and  pitcher  for  coaches 
Jim  Miles  and  Donny  Castle.   During  his 
freshman  year,  Carson  batted  .327  with  four 
home  runs  and  posted  a  3-1  mark  as  a  pitcher 
with  a  3.20  ERA  en  route  to  being  named 
second  team  All-State.  In  1989,  his  sophomore 
season,  Carson  was  4-2  on  the  mound  with  a 
2.90  ERA  and  batted  .321  with  three  homers.  That  year,  he  was  named  honorable  mention  All- 
State,  played  in  the  juco  All-Star  game,  was  voted  permanent  team  captain,  and  was  seleaed 
Academic  All- American.  Voted  Mr.  NWCC  by  the  student  body,  Carson  was  induaed  into  the 
school's  Hall  of  Fame  in  1989. 

After  Northwest,  Carson  transferred  to  the  University  of  Southern  Mississippi  where  he  recorded 
a  two-year  mark  of  18-5  that  included  an  1 1-2  record  his  senior  year  that  tied  him  for  second  on  the 
school's  all-time  list  for  most  wins  in  a  single  season.  Carson  was  named  All-Metro  Conference  in 
1991  as  well  as  team  captain  and  received  Academic  All- American  honors.

Ranger  football  returned  in 
1998.  No,  it  never  left,  but  it 
regained  some  of  the  prosperity 
and  tradition  of  the  1980s  by 
chalking  up  a  final  record  of  9-3, 
which  included  a  final 
NJCAA  ranking  of  No. 
11,  the  MACJC  north 
division  championship, 
and  the  schools  first  bowl 
game  since  1992. 

After  losing  the  state 
championship  game  24- 
1 4  to  Jones  County,  the 
Rangers  were  invited  to 
play  Middle  Georgia 
College  in  the  Mineral 
Water  Bowl  Dec.  5  in 
Excelsior  Springs,  Mo. 
Northwest  jumped  on 
the  Warriors  quickly 
with  a  36-yard  field  goal 
by  NJCAA  first  team 
All-American  Les 
Binkley,  but  Middle 
Georgia  erupted  for  41 
consecutive  points  to  win 
the  contest  41-3. 

Northwests  stellar  season  got 
started  at  Ranger  Stadium  in  the 
season-opener  with  a  31-6 
thumping  of  East  Central.  The 
Rangers  led  10-6  at  halftime,  but 
scored  21  unanswered  points  in 
the  fourth  stanza  to  get  the  win. 
Northwest  racked  up  593  yards 
of  total  offense,  with  the  bulk  of 
that  coming  from  quarterback 
John  Holmes  who  threw  for  321 
yards.

On  his 
first  play  from  scrimmage, 
Johnson  hit  Dunn  with  a  45-yard 
touchdown  pass.  Moments  later, 
Johnson  found  Jennings  in  the 
end  zone  from  40 
yards  out  to  cut 
Northwests  deficit  to 
27-24  with  over  a 
minute  to  play.

Binkley  then  booted  a 
33-yard  field  goal  to 
send  the  contest  into  j 
overtime.     Nothing 
was  settled  in  the  first  i 
period  of  overtime  as 
both  teams  scored 
touchdowns.     In  the 
second  stanza  though, 
Northwest   had   to 
setde  for  a  Binkley  39- 
yard  field  goal,  while; 
Jones    County    an- 
swered with  a  10-yard  run  by 
Antonio  Battle  to  win  the  game 
40-37. 

Nine  days  later,  the  Rangers 
had  to  travel  to  Ellisville  to  battle 
the  Bobcats  again,  this  time  for 
the  MACJC  state  championship. 
After  trailing  10-7  at  halftime, 
Northwest  took  the  lead  at  14- 
1 0  at  the  start  of  the  third  quar- 
ter on  a  one-yard  run  by  Holmes, 
but  Jones  County  responded  with 
two  touchdowns  of  its  own  in  the 
third  and  fourth  periods  to  win 


the  game  24-14.

Offensive  Coordinator 

The  Fall  of  1998  marked 
Scott  Maxfield's  third  season 
as  Northwest's  offensive 
coordinator.  After  serving  as 
offensive  line  coach  with  the 
college  from  1986  through 
1990,  Maxfield  spent  the  next 
five  years  as  defensive 
coordinator  and  linebackers 
coach  at  Northwestern  State  in 
Louisiana. 

During  the  early  1990s 
Northwest  had  one  of  the 
nation's  most  explosive 
attacks,  and  Maxfield  has 
helped  the  Rangers  continue 
that  tradition  in  the  second 
half  of  the  decade.  The 
Northwest  offense  thrived  last 
year  and  finished  fourth  in  the 
region  in  total  yardage 
averaging  377.8  yards  per  game,  which  included  202.9  yards  per 
game  passing-good  enough  for  third  in  the  region.  The  Rangers 
were  seventh  in  rushing  offense  with  174.9  yards  per  game  and 
second  In  scoring  offense  averaging  28.7  points  per  outing. 

Maxfield  graduated  in  1982  from  Louisiana  Tech,  where  he 
was  a  four-year  letterman  in  football.  As  a  center  and  guard,  he 
was  named  Most  Valuable  Offensive  Lineman  in  1982.

Alan  Arrington  is

For  the  first  time  in  10 
seasons,  Northwest  had  a  new 
defensive  coordinator  in  Jeff 
Carter.  Carter  inherited  a 
defense  from  former  Coach 
Robert  IVlcGraw  that  ranked  12th 
out  of  14  teams  last  season  in 
total  defense  allowing  327  yards 
per  game.  Northwest  was  last  in 
passing  defense  with  185  yards 
per  outing  and  ranked  fifth  in 
rushing  defense  allowing  141 
yards  per  game. 

The  Rangers'  best  perform- 
ance of  1997  came  in  the  fourth 
week  against  East  Mississippi 
when  they  limited  the  Lions  to 
177  total  yards.  Northwest 
recorded  a  season-high  10  sacks 
in  week  two  against  Pearl  River. 
While  attending  Ole  Miss,  Carter  received  his  B.S.  degree  in 
business  administration  and  his  master's  in  higher  education. 
He  was  a  graduate  assistant  for  the  Rebel  football  team  from 
1992  through  1994  and  mainly  worked  with  defensive  backs 
and  tight  ends.  Carter  also  coached  linebackers  and  defensive 
backs  at  Oxford  High  School  during  the  1992  and  1994  seasons.

The  Rangers  finished  the  fall 
of  1997  fifth  in  the  region  in 
rushing  defense  allowing  only 
141.9  yards  per  contest.

Northwest  totalled  38 
quarterback  sacks  with  18  of 
those  coming  from  Kirksey's 
defensive  linemen.

Suffering  their  worst  loss  in 
three  seasons,  the  No.  5 
Northwest  Mississippi 

Community  College  Rangers  fell 
41-3  to  No.  11  Middle  Georgia 
in  the  1998  Mineral  Water  Bowl 
Dec.  5  in  Excelsior  Springs,  Mo. 
Both  teams  ended  the  season  with 
9-3  records.  The  last  time 
Northwest  was  dominated  in 
such  fashion  came  in  1995  in  a 
52-19  loss  to  Hinds  in  Senatobia. 

Seven  turnovers,  four  in  the 
first  half,  proved  costly  for  the 
Rangers  who  also  committed  1 2 
penalties  for  115  yards.  Three 
of  those  Ranger  miscues  resulted 
in  points  for  the  Warriors. 

One  of  the  few  highlights  for 
Northwest  was  the  play  of 
defensive  end  Colston 
Weatherington  of  Graceviile, 
Fla.,  who  was  named  the  contests 
Defensive  Player  of  the  Game  for 
recording  three  sacks,  four  tackles 


for  loss,  and  six  quarterback 
pressures  and  Ranger  receiver 
Orlando  Dunn  of  RobinsonviUe, 
who  set  a  bowl  record  with  10 
receptions. 

"We  lacked  focus  today"  said 
Head  Coach  Bobby  Franklin. 
"You  have  to  give  Middle  Georgia 
a  lot  of  credit  though  because  they 
took  advantage  of  every 
opportunity.  You  can't  make  as 
many  mistakes  as  we  did  against 
a  good  team  and  expect  to  win!' 

Northwest  started  the  scoring 
when  Ranger  cornerback 
Shaddrick  Carter  of  Miami,  Fla., 
intercepted  his  eighth  pass  of  the 
year  and  returned  it  to  the  Middle 
Georgia  48.  A  few  plays  later, 
Northwest  settled  for  a  36-yard 
field  goal  by  Les  Binkley  of 
Hernando  with  9:56  left  in  the 
first  period. 

Middle  Georgia  then  erupted 
for  27  unanswered  points  over  the 


next  24  minutes  to  stake  claim  to 
a  27-3  lead  at  intermission.  Warrior 
defensive  back  Dushon  Martin 
intercepted  a  Northwest  pass  that 
defleaed  off  the  hand  of  Ranger 
receiver  Dunn  at  the  Northwest  23. 
Four  plays  later,  runningback  Rico 
Martin  dashed  into  the  end  zone 
from  1 3  yards  out. 

After  holding  Northwest  on  its 
ensuing  possession.  Middle 
Georgia  blocked  a  punt  attempt 
by  the  Rangers'  Jeff  Walls  of 
Batesville  at  the  Ranger  37-yard 
line.  After  two  incompletions  on 
consecutive  passing  plays.  Warrior 
tailback  Martin  tried  to  leap  across 
the  goalline  from  one  yard  away, 
but  fumbled  into  the  end  zone 
where  the  bail  was  eventually 
recovered  by  Middle  Georgia 
tight  end  Iniko  Simpson.

allowed  Middle  Georgia  to 
stretch  its  advantage  to  20-3.

Tailback  Jones  was  one  of  the  state's 
leading  rushers  this  season  with  923 
yards  -on  176  carries  for  11 
touchdowns.  He  also  made  eight 
receptions  for  92  yards. 

Receiver  Heard  put  the  wraps  on 
one  of  the  best  seasons  in  Northwest 
history  by  a  pass-catcher.  Heard  led 
the  state  with  50  receptions  for  1,012 
yards  and  nine  touchdowns.  He  posted 
the  fourth-best  single  season 
performance  by  a  receiver. 

One  of  the  most  feared  pass  rushers 
in  the  state,  defensive  end 
Weatherington  made  his  living  this 
season  terrorizing  opposing 
quarterbacks.  Weatherington  led  the 
team  with  1 3  sacks  during  the  year  and 
had  14  pressures.  He  also  recorded  75 
tackles,  including  18  behind  the  line 
of  scrimmage,  caused  five  fumbles,  and 
recovered  three.

Since 
he  became  a  part 
of  the  Northwest 
staff  in  1979  as 
offensive 
coordinator, 
Franklin  has 
helped  build  a 
solid  football 
program  that  is 
recognized  for 
being  top-notch 
on  a  state  as  well 
as  national  level. 
Thanks  to 

Franklin, 
Northwest  has 
produced  several  athletes  that  have  moved  on  to  the 
professional  ranks  which  include  the  National  Football  League, 
Canadian  Football  League,  and  the  Arena  Football  League. 

At  Homecoming  1998,  Franklin  was  honored  with  a  reception 
celebrating  his  30  years  of  coaching.  Faculty,  staff,  friends, 
and  former  players  attended  the  event  in  Howard  Coliseum. 

Year  in  and  year  out,  Northwest  is  known  to  have  one  of  the 
most  successful  and  respected  football  programs  in  the  nation. 
The  reason  for  this  can  be  directly  attributed  to  Franklin,  who 
has  amassed  a  record  of  153-44-6,  which  includes  a  sparkling 
78-20-2  mark  at  Ranger  Field  and  18  consecutive  winning 
seasons.  His  coaching  record  ranks  him  in  the  top  five 
nationally  among  active  community  college  coaches.  Since 
moving  up  from  offensive  coordinator  in  1981,  Franklin  has 
produced  the  1982  and  1992  national  crowns,  six  region 
championships,  five  state  titles,  and  1 0  division  championships. 
In  1997,  Northwest  finished  6-4  overall  and  4-2  in  the  MACJC 
north  division.  Two  players  received  All-American  honors,  while 
18  garnered  All-State  merits.  Two  of  Franklin's  players  from 
the  past — defensive  lineman  Cortez  Kennedy  (1986-87)  and 
receiver  Henry  Williams  (1981-82) — were  inducted  into  the 
Northwest  Sports  Hall  of  Fame. 

In  March  1994,  Franklin  was  honored  in  pre-game  festivities 
of  the  annual  Red-Blue  Spring  Game  at  Ole  Miss  when  he 
received  the  Distinguished  American  Award  from  the  Ole  Miss 
Chapter  of  the  National  Football  Foundation  Hall  of  Fame.  He 
was  inducted  into  the  University  of  Mississippi  Athletic  Hall  of 
Fame  in  1988. 

The  1992  Northwest  football  team  under  Franklin 
accomplished  a  perfect  13-0  season.  Northwest  blanked 
Northeastern  Oklahoma  A&M  34-0  in  the  Mid-America  Bowl  in 
Tulsa  for  the  National  Junior  College  Athletic  Association's 
national  championship  trophy.

During  the  1998-99  year,  the  Northwest  Lady  Rang- 
ers continued  the  schools  tradition  of  producing  one  of 
the  region's  top  women's  programs  by  finishing  the  regu- 
lar season  portion  of  their  schedule  with  a  record  of  15- 
5 .  The  Lady  Rangers  placed  second  in  the  MACJC  north 
division  with  a  9-3  mark. 

The  Lady  Rangers  started  the  year  by  winning  eight 
of  their  first  nine  contests  with  the  only  stumble  coming 
in  a  70-69  loss  at  Hinds.  Northwests  first  four  wins 
came  against  out-of-state  opponents  including  victories 
over  Jackson  State,  Tenn.,  Central  Baptist,  Ark., 
Dyersburg  State,  Tenn.,  and  Shelby  State,  Tenn. 

Northwest  then  opened  north  division  aaion  and  tore 
through  opponents  such  as  Coahoma,  Itawamba,  East 


Mississippi,  and  Mississippi  Delta.  The  Lady  Rang- 
ers lost  a  heartbreaking  72-70  contest  to  Northeast  in 
a  battle  for  the  division  lead  Jan.  1 1  in  Booneville, 
then  proceeded  to  drop  three  of  their  next  five  games. 

Behind  the  play  of  veteran  sophomores  and  some 
competitive  freshmen,  the  Lady  Rangers  ended  the 
regular  season  with  a  four-game  win  streak  and 
avenged  that  loss  to  Northeast  by  beating  the  Lady 
Tigers  in  Senatobia  74-67. 

Northwest  placed  three  players  on  the  MACJC  All- 
State  team  including  first  teamer  Danada  Smith,  sec- 
ond team  member  Tina  Jones,  and  honorable  men- 
tion selection  Pasha  Herrod.

Led  by  Head  Coach 
Don  Edwards,  who  completes  his 
12th  season  at  the  helm,  the  Lady 
Rangers  own  a  combined  record 
of  129-40  during  that  six-year  span 
that  also  Includes  two  state,  two 
MACJC  north  division  champ- 
ionships, and  two  of  the  last  three 
Region  23  championships. 
Edwards  began  the  1998-99 
season  with  a  career  coaching  record  of  172-97. 

In  the  1997-98  season,  the  Lady  Rangers  posted  a  23-10  mark 
and  defeated  Copiah-Lincoln  74-55  for  the  Region  23  crown  to  earn 
a  spot  in  the  NJCAA  National  Championship  Tournament  in  Salina, 
Kan.  There  Northwest  lost  its  opening-round  contest  to  eventual

In  1 995-96,  the  Lady  Rangers  qualified  for  the  national  tournament 
In  Tyler,  Texas.  There  the  Lady  Rangers  defeated  Savannah  Tech, 
Ga.,  and  Crowder,  Mo.,  but  lost  to  Trinity  Valley,  Texas,  and  Connors 
State,  Okla.,  to  finish  sixth  in  the  nation  in  the  final  NJCAA  poll. 
Edwards  garnered  his  second  Region  23  Coach  of  the  Year  honor 
as  well  as  Coach  of  the  Year  from  the  Mississippi  Association  of 
Coaches. 

Married  to  the  former  Angle  Brock  of  Pleasant  Grove,  Edwards 
and  his  wife  have  two  sons.  Drew  and  Ross.

The  three-time  defending  north  division 
champion  Northwest  Rangers  may  have 
changed  head  coaches  in  1998-99,  but  the 
results  were  still  the  same.  Northwest 
ended  the  regular  season  with  a  record  of 
19-6  which  included  domination  of  the 
north  division  in  the  form  of  an  11-1 
mark.  Don  "Bubba"  Skelton  took  over 
the  reins  as  head  coach  in  place  of  Marc 
Dukes,  who  left  to  become  an  assistant  at 
the  University  of  Mississippi. 

Skelton  was  glad  to  have  two  veterans 
in  sophomores  Jamie  Rosser  of  Memphis 
and  Shannon  Forman  of  Baton  Rouge,  La. 
Both  players  received  plenty  of  attention 
from  basketball  publications  across  the 
nation,  and  they  didn't  disappoint.  Rosser 
and  Forman  were  both  selected  first  team 


MACJC  Ail-State,  while  Jacova  Jenkins 
of  Water  Valley  was  named  honorable 
mention. 

Despite  beginning  the  year  with  a 
sluggish  start  at  3-3,  the  Rangers  won  six 
of  their  last  seven  contests  before  Christmas 
break  to  end  the  first  half  of  their  schedule 
at  9-4.  Three  of  Northwests  four  losses 
were  by  three  points  or  less. 

The  Rangers  began  the  second  half  of 
the  schedule  2-2,  but  ended  strong  with 
an  eight-game  win  streak  that  included  six 
wins  versus  opponents  from  the  north 
division.  During  the  year,  Northwest 
earned  series  sweeps  against  Dyersburg 
State,  Tenn.,  Coahoma,  Itawamba,  East 
Mississippi,  Mississippi  Delta,  and 
Holmes.

Don  "Bubba"  Skelton  became  the  newest  addition 
to  the  Northwest  coaching  staff  when  he  began  duties 
May  4  and  replaced  Marc  Dukes,  who  resigned  to  take 
a  job  as  assistant  at  Ole  Miss. 

Skelton  coached  the  last  two  seasons  at  Southwest 
Community  College  in  Summit  where  he  led  the  Bears 
to  one  of  the  best  records  in  Region  23  last  year  at  22- 
9  that  included  berths  in  both  the  state  and  region 
tournaments.  The  Bears  placed  third  In  the  state  and 
finished  third  in  the  region  tourney  after  knocking  off 
defending  champion  Bossier  Parish,  La.,  in  the 
quarterfinals.  Ironically,  Southwest  was  eliminated  from 
both  tournaments  by  the  Rangers.  This  tremendous 
1997-98  season  came  from  a  Bear  team  that  was  9-16 
the  year  before. 

Skelton  took  over  a  Northwest  program  that  had  one 
of  the  best  teams  in  the  country  in  1 997-98.

For  the  second  straight  season,  the  Northwest  golf  team  saved  its  best 
)erformance  of  the  1998  spring  until  the  end. 

Competing  in  the  state  and  region  tournament  April  21  and  22  at  Eagle 
lidge  Country  Club  in  Raymond,  the  Rangers  came  away  with  their  second 
onsecutive  MACJC  state  championship  and  were  runners-up  for  the  Region 
13  aown  to  Meridian.  This  season  marks  the  fifth  straight  year  that  North- 
vest  has  either  won  the  state  or  region  title  or  finished  as  runner-up. 

The  Rangers  shot  a  296  on  the  first  day  of  the  event,  which  placed  them 


only  four  strokes  behind  leader  Meridian.  On  day  two.  North- 
west turned  in  a  score  of  3 14  to  give  them  the  state  title.

When  you  listen  to  the  easy 
country  accent  and  cowboy 
lingo,  you  begin  to  realize  just 
how  important  Bud  Young  is 
to  Northwest. 

He  not  only  carries  a  full 
teaching  load  as  the  instructor 
for  agricultural  business  and 
management  technology,  but 
also  coaches  the  college  rodeo 
team,  and  serves  as  advisor  for 
the  chapter  of  Fellowship  of 
Christian  Athletes. 

This  year  marks  his  25  th  as 
rodeo  coach  and  instructor. 
"When  I  came  in  1973, 
there  were  four  guys 
here  who  wanted  to 
rodeo,"    he    said. 
"That  was  the  first 
year  the  college 
had  a  team'.' 

Each  year  since, 
he  and  his  crew, 
comprised  of  both 
men  and  women, 
have  hit  the  road  for 
competitions  from  Mis 
sissippi  to  Michigan 
Northwest  competes  in  the 
Ozark  Region  of  National  In- 
tercollegiate Rodeo  Association 
(NIRA)  which  includes  Missis- 
sippi, Tennessee,  Missouri, 
Kentucky,  Arkansas,  Alabama, 
Michigan,  Oklahoma,  and  the 
northeast  corner  of  Louisiana. 

Young  served  that  organiza- 
tion for  1 6  years  as  Ozark  Re- 
gion director  and  for  two  years 
as  national  faculty  president. 

Not  only  has  he  helped  stu- 
dents in  Northwest's  rodeo 
program,  but  he  has  been  in- 
volved with  all  the  colleges  and 
universities  in  the  Ozark  Re- 
gion. 

In  1990,  he  was  honored 


with  the  key  to  the  city  of 
Murray,  Ky.,  for  his  outstand- 
ing service  to  the  Murray  State 
University  rodeo  program.

That  year 
Watson  had  been  second  in  the 
region  in  bull  riding.

To  aid  her  interest,  Harber  enrolled  in  Doug  Taylor's  Cre- 
ative Writing  class  and  is  currently  in  her  second  semester  with 
Taylor. 

Since  then,  two  of  Harber's  poems,  "Pinprick"  and  "Home- 
sick", have  been  featured  in  the  Northwest  Review  along  with 
her  short  story  "Julia". 

Along  with  her  writing  Harber  serves  as  a  contributing  editor 
of  the  online  magazine  Faery  Tales  as  well  as  a  co-founder,  co- 
editor,  and  contributer  to  the  independent  publication  Iris  out  of 
Bremerton,  Wash.

Personal  essays,  short  stories,  poetry,  and  art  are  the  kinds  of 
material  that  you'll  find  in  the  literary  magazine. 

The  literary  magazine  is  free  to  all  students  and  faculty.  It 
was  available  to  all  in  the  spring. 

"For  the  submitters  whose  work  gets  published,  I  hope  they 
receive  a  feeling  of  accomplishment"  said  Harber.  "And  for  the 
students  who  read  the  magazine,  I  hope  it  provides  a  good  chance 
for  them  to  see  the  work  of  their  peers,  and  maybe  even  give 
them  a  better  understanding  of  them!'

At  Northwest,  students  enrolled  in  the  Child  De- 
velopment Technology  program  have  a  chance  to  learn 
by  doing.  That  is,  they  get  the  chance  to  work  in  a 
childcare  facility  right  here  on  campus. 

Located  beside  the  Baptist  Student  Union,  the 
Northwest  Child  Enrichment  Center  serves  as  a  learn- 
ing lab  for  Child  Development  majors.  The  day  care, 
which  accomodates  10  youngsters,  operates  with  the 
school  calendar.  It  opens  at  8  a.m.,  and  closes  at  3:15 
p.m.  each  school  day. 

"The  kids  are  fed  hot  lunches  and  daily  snacks  which 
are  prepared  by  the  student  teachers"  said  instructor 
Judy  Barham.  The  students  can  earn  up  to  150  hours 
per  semester  for  working  in  the  day  care.  They  can 
earn  a  total  of  300  hours  which  not  only  gives  them 
practical  experience,  but  a  nice  resume  as  well.  The 
Child  Development  majors  must  also  complete  a  65- 
hour  course  curriculum  to  earn  their  Associate  of  Ap- 
plied Science  degree. 

Upon  completion  of  the  program,  students  are  pre- 
pared for  employment  in  day  care  centers,  kindergar- 
tens, nursery  schools,  and  federally-funded  programs 
for  young  children.  The  program  has  two  instructors 
— Barham  and  Marilyn  Spears.  Penny  Potts  serves  as 
lab  assistant.

Ashley  Franklin,  Coach  Franklin's  daughter,  presented  him 
with  a  "Special  Book  of  Memories",  a  compilation  of  some  90 
letters  from  family,  friends,  former  players,  former  teammates, 
and  Northwest  colleagues.
